Opposes Eqnal Vote for Small
States Which Also Enter

Into Agreement.

DANGER OF COMBINATION

Informal Conferences "With

Premiers Not Likely Boforo

PiMi.Dec. 14. The pact for a league
of nations will be Incorporated into the
pace treaty Itself and not bo made a
jeparate convention, if the views of
rrtsldent Wilson prevail.

The Tresldcnt does not favor the Idea
ef the principles of the formation of
the leacue being worked out sep-
arably.

All neutral nations will bo - repres-

ented here, it is assured, during the
peace conferences, and they are pre-
pared to consider all subjects affecting
their interests as well as to signify
their adherence to those approved by
their Governments.

President Wilson will not be able to
remain for the actual poa.ee sessions,
hyt will give a dear Interpretation of

views to the representatives of the
Entente Powers and then leave for the
I'nlted States. There is reason to be-
lieve, however, that it will be deter-
mined at these conferences whether or
not an Agreement can be reached on
moat of the controversial points which
fciYs arisen.

Conference Will lie Delayed.
It can be stated definitely that Presi-

dent Wilson's conferences with the al-l.-

Premiers to determine the broad
outlines of the peace treaty will not
take place before January 1.

This will be disappointing to the
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President, who is desirous of beginning
the conferences Immediately, but Col.
Houso was not ablo to make other ar-
rangements because of tho social Gov-
ernment formalities which bulk ao im-
portant in European eyes. Included
in theao formalities is the approaching
visit of the Kings of Italy, and
tho Hellenes, which will further post-
pone the beginning of the real busi-
ness of tho peace table.

Col. House still believes that the
President can carry out his plan of
roturnlng to the United States by the
middle of January. It has been
agreed that four Important confer-
ences aro to bo held nt the Murat
home as a compliment to tho Presi-
dent, and these will expedite matters.

There Is a defined belief that
It will be possible to determine at
theso few conferences whether

difficulties exist In the way
of reaching an agreement on Presi-
dent Wilson's principles.

Wilson's Vletra Ilefore
tills connection It can be stated

that before accepting these principles
with only two reservations part of
the armistice terms tho Allies had
President Wilson's Interpretation of
each one of them laid before thorn by
Col. House. This Is contrary to the
Impression prevalent In some quarters
that the allied statesmen were without
comprehcnslvo information as to tho
President's meaning of of the
terms.

It can bo stated with authority that
the two questions which from the
American viewpoint present tho great-
est difficulties In the way of reaching
an agreement are the retraining of
the sea rules, both for war and peace,
and the voting power In the league of
nations.

The British statesmen at the be-
ginning of the present pourparlers

an unwlUIagness to have the
sea practices made a subject for dis-
cussion at the conference.

President Wilson's position, how-
ever, Is that these rules and practices
are as essential to peace as the land
rulings.

While the outcome of the discus-
sions on this point still seems obscure,
the American diplomats are more
hopeful y than they have been in
a month. Viscount Grey's speech 'has
given President Wilson's friends much
encouragement, although It Is pointed
out, on the other hand, that Grey
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Great Britain's position may
largely determined by the results
the election. Grey's position, Judging
from comment hero, apparently meets
President Wilson's viewpoint to
representation In tho laguo of Na-
tions.

Paris. Deo. 14'. President Wilson
addressed a Socialist delegation which
called on him The President
said:

"Gbntijimen: I recoived with great
Interest the address you have Just

The war through which
we have Just passed hos Illustrated In
a way which never forgotten
the extraordinary wrongs which can
be perpetrated by arbitrary and Irre-
sponsible power.

"It not possible to secure the
happiness and prosperity the world,
to establish an enduring peace, unless
the repetition of such wrongs ren-
dered Impossible, This has Indeed
been a people's war. It has been
waged against absolutism and

and these enemies of liberty
must from this time forth shut out

tho possibility of working
cruel will mankind.

"In my Judgment not sufficient
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to establish this principle. It la neces-
sary that it should be supported by
d cooperation of tho nation which
shnll.be based upon fixed and deflnlto
covenants and which shall be made
certain of cffcctlvo action through the
Instrumentality of a league of nations.
I bellevo this to bo tho conviction of
ull thoughtful and liberal men.

"I nm confident this Is the thought
of those who lead your own groat na-
tion and I am looking forward with
peculiar pleasure to cooperating with
them in securing guarantees of lusting
peace of Justice and right dealing
which shall Justify the sacrifices of
this war and cause men to look back
upon thovi sacrifices as tho dramatic
